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Claims 1-36 are pending in the application. Claims 1-3, 18, 19, 24, 26-28, 30, 32 and 36 were 
rejected under 102(e) as being anticipated by Tibbies (6140277). Claim 31 was rejected under 
102(e) as being anticipated by Chang (6399546. Claims 22, 23 and 32 were objected under 35 
USC § 1 12. Claims 4-17, 20, 21, 25, 29 and 33-35 were objected to as dependent upon a 
rejected case but otherwise allowable.
